CLAIMS 



1 . A sleeve for storing objects including: 

a pocket with an open end; and 

a plurality of detachable index tabs extending from a tear-line located along one or more 
edges, such that the plurality of detachable index tabs span end-to-end over the respective one or more edges, 
each of the plurality of detachable index tabs having a surface for applying a label; 

whereby one or more of the plurality of detachable index tabs can be selected for use and 
remaining detachable index tabs can be removed. 

2. The sleeve of claim 1, wherein the tear-line is perforated. 

3. The sleeve of claim 1, wherein the tear-line is scored. 

4. The sleeve of claim 1 , further comprising a notch formed in the second region at an edge opposite 
the fold-line, partially exposing a surface of the object stored in the sleeve 

5 . A sleeve for storing an obj ect so that the obj ect can be filed among a plurality of obj ec ts occupying 
a minimal amount of space while allowing the object to be retrieved from among the plurality of objects, 
comprising: 

a sheet of material having at least one fold-line, the fold-line defining a first region and a 
second region and spanning a width of the first region and the second region, wherein the first region is joined 
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with the second region along the fold-line such that when the second region is folded towards the first region 
and the edges of the first region and the second region that extend from the fold-line are secured together, 
a pocket having an opening located opposite the fold-line is created; 

a notch formed in the second region at an edge opposite the fold-line, partially exposing a 
surface of the object stored in the sleeve; and 

a plurality of detachable index tabs extending from the first region along a tear line such that 
the plurality of detachable index tabs span end-to-end over the width of the first region, each of the plurality 
of detachable index tabs having a surface for applying a label; 

wherein each of the plurality of detachable index tabs has substantially the same shape as 
each other of the plurality of detachable index tabs, so that a label sized to be placed on any one of the 
detachable index tabs can be placed on any other of the plurality of detachable index tabs. 

6 . The sleeve of claim 5 , wherein the first region further includes a first and second flap extending from 
the edges of the first region wherein the flaps are perpendicular to the fold-line, and further wherein the 
pocket having the opening is created by folding the first and second flap inward towards the first region, 
folding the second region towards the first region along the fold-line, and securing the first and second flap 
of the first region to the second region. 

7. The sleeve of claim 6, wherein the plurality of detachable index tabs are joined with and extend from 
an edge opposite from and parallel to the fold-line. 

8. The sleeve of claim 7, wherein the tear-line is perforated.

The sleeve of claim 7, wherein the tear-line is scored. 



10. The sleeve of claim 5, wherein the object stored in the pocket is a compact disc. 

1 1 . The sleeve of claim 1 0, wherein the width of the pocket is substantially similar to the diameter of the 
compact disc. 

12. A sleeve for storing an object so that the object can be filed among a plurality of objects occupying 
a minimal amount of space while allowing the object to be retrieved from among the plurality of objects, 
comprising: 

a sheet of material having at least one fold-line, the fold-line defining a first region having a 
first length and a second region having a second length and spanning a width of the first region and the second 
region, wherein the first region is joined with the second region along the fold-line such that when the second 
region is folded towards the first region and the edges of the first region and the second region that extend 
from the fold-line are secured together, a pocket having an opening located opposite the fold-line is created; 

a notch formed in the second region at an edge opposite the fold-line, partially exposing a 
surface of the object stored in the sleeve; and 

a plurality of detachable index tabs extending from the first region along a tear line 
perpendicular to the fold-line, such that the plurality of detachable index tabs span end-to-end over the first 
length, each of the plurality of detachable index tabs having a surface for applying a label; 

wherein each of the plurality of detachable index tabs has substantially the same shape as 
each other of the plurality of detachable index tabs, so that a label sized to be placed on any one of the 
detachable index tabs can be placed on any other of the plurality of detachable index tabs. 
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13. The sleeve of claim 12, wherein the tear-line is perforated. 



14. The sleeve of claim 12, wherein the tear-line is scored. 

15. A sleeve for storing objects including: 

a pocket with an open end; and 

a plurality of detachable index tabs extending from a tear-line located at the open end, such 
that the plurality of detachable index tabs span end-to-end over a width of the open end, each of the plurality 
of detachable index tabs having a surface for applying a label; 

wherein each of the plurality of detachable index tabs has substantially the same shape as 
each other of the plurality of detachable index tabs, so that a label sized to be placed on any one of the 
detachable index tabs can be placed on any other of the plurality of detachable index tabs; 

whereby one or more of the plurality of detachable index tabs can be selected for use and 
remaining detachable index tabs can be removed. 

16. A sleeve for storing an object so that the object can be filed among a plurality of objects occupying 
a minimal amount of space while allowing the object to be retrieved from among the plurality of objects, 
comprising: 

a sheet of material having at least one fold-line, the fold-line defining a back and a front, 
wherein the back is joined with the front along the fold-line such that when the front is folded towards the 
back and the edges of the back and the front that extend from the fold-line are secured together, a pocket 
is created including an opening having a width; and 
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a plurality of detachable index tabs extending from the back along a tear line such that the 
plurality of detachable index tabs span end-to-end over the width of the opening, each of the plurality of 
detachable index tabs having a surface for applying a label; 

wherein each of the plurality of detachable index tabs has substantially the same shape as 
each other of the plurality of detachable index tabs, so that a label sized to be placed on any one of the 
detachable index tabs can be placed on any other of the plurality of detachable index tabs. 

17. The sleeve of claim 16, wherein the tear-line is perforated. 

18. The sleeve of claim 16, wherein the tear-line is scored. 

19. A sleeve for storing an object so that the object can be filed among a plurality of objects occupying 
a minimal amount of space while allowing the object to be retrieved from among the plurality of objects, 
comprising: 

a sheet of material having at least one fold-line, the fold-line defining a back and a front, 
wherein the back is joined with the front along the fold-line such that when the front is folded towards the 
back and the edges of the back and the front that extend from the fold-line are secured together, a pocket 
is formed having a length from the fold-line to a top edge of the back; and 

a plurality of detachable index tabs extending from the back along a tear line such that the 
plurality of detachable index tabs span end-to-end over the length of the pocket, each of the plurality of 
detachable index tabs having a surface for applying a label; 

wherein each of the plurality of detachable index tabs has substantially the same shape as 
each other of the plurality of detachable index tabs, so that a label sized to be placed on any one of the 
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detachable index tabs can be placed on any other of the plurality of detachable index tabs. 

20. The sleeve of claim 19, wherein the tear-line is perforated. 

21 . The sleeve of claim 19, wherein the tear-line is scored. 

22. A system for storing an object so that the object can be filed among a plurality of objects occupying 
a minimal amount of space while allowing the object to be retrieved from among the plurality of objects, 
comprising: 

a plurality of sleeves, each sleeve comprising: 

a sheet of material having at least one fold-line, the fold-line defining a first region 
and a second region and spanning a width of the first region and the second region, wherein the first region 
is joined with the second region along the fold-line such that when the second region is folded towards the first 
region and the edges of the first region and the second region that extend from the fold-line are secured 
together, a pocket having an opening located opposite the fold-line is created; 

a notch formed in the second region at an edge opposite the fold-line, partially 
exposing a surface of the object stored in the sleeve; and 

one or more index tabs extending from one or more edges of the pocket; 
wherein the one or more index tabs for any two sleeves positioned adjacent to one another 
are positioned such that at least one of the one or more index tabs for each of the two sleeves is visually 
unobstructed. 
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23. The system of claim 22, wherein the object is one of a compact disc and a DVD. 



24. A system for storing an object so that the object can be filed among a plurality of objects occupying 
a minimal amount of space while allowing the object to be retrieved from among the plurality of objects, 
comprising: 

a plurality of sleeves, each sleeve comprising: 

a sheet of material having at least one fold-line, the fold-line defining a back and a 
front, wherein the back is joined with the front along the fold-line such that when the front is folded towards 
the back and the edges of the back and the front that extend from the fold-line are secured together, a pocket 
is formed having a length from the fold-line to a top edge of the back; and 

a plurality of detachable index tabs extending from the back along a tear line such 
that the plurality of detachable index tabs span end-to-end over the length of the pocket, each of the plurality 
of detachable index tabs having a surface for applying a label; 

wherein each of the plurality of detachable index tabs has substantially the same 
shape as each other of the plurality of detachable index tabs, so that a label sized to be placed on any one of 
the detachable index tabs can be placed on any other of the plurality of detachable index tabs. 

wherein the one or more index tabs for any two sleeves positioned adjacent to one another 
can be arranged that at least one of the one or more index tabs for each of the two sleeves is visually 
unobstructed. 

25. The system of claim 24, wherein the object is one of a compact disc and a DVD. 
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
